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GHI Board Debates 
C. U. Loan Agreement 


The special G. H. I. board meet- 
ing of November 5 was concerned 
mainly with whether to continue 
the servicing agreement that exists 
between G.H.I. and the Greenbelt 
Federal Credit Union. This agree- 
ment defines mutual procedures to 
be followed in case of default of 
payments by a G.H.I. member who 
also holds a ‘Credit Union loan. Its 
five year period expires within a 
few days. 

Manager Breashears stated the 
merits of the agreement were hard 
\o assess since no defaults had oc- 
curred yet to test it. Director Helm 
made two points in urging its con- 
tinuation; he interpreted it as giv- 
ing G.H.I. first claim to judgements 
in case of defaults, and as limiting 
the lender to 80% of down pay- 
ments. Director O’Reilly felt on the 
other hand that the original need 
for the agreement no longer existed, 
because G.H.I. now finances down- 
payments. 

Mr. Comproni, speaking for the 
Credit Union, was invited to ex- 
plain the mechanics of a loan. He 
noted that the existence of the ag- 
reement may in itself have preven- 
ted its application so far, since 
G.H.I. and G.F.C.U. work toge- 
ther to prevent defaults from oc- 
curring. Director Burgoon asked 
whether division of judgments on 
a pro rata basis might be better 
for both parties; Comproni agreed 
this was worth considering. 

Director Shinderman voiced his 
epinion that the agreement was 
still valuable, provided for amicable 
cooperation between the two par- 
ties, and should be continued. ‘The 
board passed his motion to have 
the manager and the chairman of 
the finance committee consult with 
a representative of the Credit Union 
on possible changes in the agree- 
ment. 

Though Mr. Comproni explained 
that the agreement automatically 
continues after Nov. 7 unless G.H.I. 
eancels it, a motion by director 
Helm extended the agreement for 
30 days after the finance committee 
report. 

Turning to another matter, the 
question of whether G.H.I. can help 
out a member who has trouble sel- 
ling his house, was posed by direc- 
tor Seay. Manager Breashears an- 
swered that G.H.I. can rent the 
house and sell it for a member when 
the market is good, so that the 
member need not pay “double rent” 
if he has bought another house. 
This solution to a vexing problem 
may not be generally known. 


O’Brien Completes Course 

Greenbelt Police Chief Robert A. 
O’Brien has recently completed a 
short course on Fire Investigation 
conducted for Police and Fire In- 
vestigators from November 5 to 8. 

The course covered many aspects 
of the area of arson including the 
deliberate and accidental setting 
of fires, automobile fires, juvenile 
and adult involvment in fire-set- 
ting, causes of fires, etc.

High Rise Apartment 
Zoning Denied Saul 


The zoning request for a $25 mil- 
lion high rise apartment complex 
near Greenbelt was denied Nov- 
ember 5 by the Prince Georges 
County Commisisoners. 

The vote on the Greenbelt Apart- 
ments was 2 to 2, meaning that 
the application failed for lack of 
approval. Commissioner Robert F. 
Sutphin moved to approve the re- 
quest, arguing that the opposition 
presented “a lot of testimony but 
no evidence.” 

Baggett voted in favor of the 
motion, but Commissioners Brooke 
and Gladys N. Spellman voted to 
deny it. Mrs. Spellman said that 
the applicants had not proved a 
need or shown a change in the area 
to justify a change in zoning. 

The proposed developer, B. F'ran- 
cis Saul II, had outlined plans for 
high rise and garden apartments 
and town houses on the 78-acre 
tract adjoining the Greenbelt Re- 
gional Park on Kenilworth ave. 

The Planning Commission had 
recommended in favor of the re- 
zoning after determining that the 
Interior Department, which had 
been interested in the tract for 
park land, was unable to get funds 
from Congress to buy it.

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POST OFFICE ISSUES RULES 


FOR OVERSEAS XMAS MAIL 
(Ed. Note: The following is the 
‘first of a series of instructions and 
suggestions released by Postmaster 
Emory A. Harman of the local post 
office. Postmaster Harman also an- 
nounced that. a new Christmas 
Stamp will be issued this year and 
that the theme this year, as - in 
previous years, will be MATL 
EARLY plus a new one USE THE 
TIP CODE.) 

' The period Novembysr 1 to No- 
vember 20 has been designated for 
the mailing of Christmas parcels 
by surface transportation to mem- 
bers of our Armed Forces overseas. 
‘For ‘Airmail parcels the period is 
December 1 to December 20. Greet- 
ing cards for the Armed Forces 
overseas should be mailed within 
the periods designated for parcels 
if they are to have a reasonable ex- 
pectation of delivery prior to 
Christmas. 

The term “Armed Forces over- 
seas” includes personnel of our 
Armed Forces, members of their 
families, and authorized U. S. 
civilians employed overseas, who 
receive their mail through an APO, 
New York, New York, San Fran- 
cisco, California or Seattle, Wash- 
ington, or Fleet Post Office, New 
York, New York, or San Francis- 
eo, California, or Navy Post Office, 
c/o Postmaster, Seattle. Washing- 
ton. 

All articles should be nacked in 
boxes of wood, metal, solid fiber- 
board, or strong doublefaced cor- 
rugated fiberboard. All fiberboard 
boxes should be securely wrapped 
in heavy paper which matertlally 
strengthens the package. Each 
box should be well tied with strong 
cord. Unless comnletely packed 
and tightly filled, boxes are likely 
to be crushed. Sufficient cushion- 
ing material should be used to 
prevent any rattling or loosening 
of articles within the nackage. A 
slip showing list of contents and 
addressee should be enclosed in 
the parcel. Forms 2966 or 2976-A 
“Customs Declaration’, completed 
by the senders are required on 
parcels to many destinations. 

‘In addition to the articles nor- 
mally prohibited in the mails, 
matches of all kinds and lighter 
faiid may not be mailed to over- 
peas delivery offices. . Cigarettes, 
ether tobacco products, coffee, and 
yarious other items are prohibited 
jn parcels addressed to some mili- 
fary “post ‘offices. ‘The domestic 
rates of ‘postage are applicable, 
and postage must be fully prepaid. 
When fourth-class parcel post rates 
kre applicable, the zone rate from 
the post office where mailed to the 
post office through which the par- 
fel is addressed will be charged. 

Airmail. articles weiching not’ in 
excess of 8 ounces are chargeable 
at the rate of 8 cents ner ounce; 
those, weighing over 8 ounces are 
chargeable at the rate of 88 cents 
for the first pound and’80 cents for

“SLANTED NEWS” 
To the Editor: 

i have been a reader of the Green- 
belt News Review for the last two 
years. During this time I have be- 
come accustomed to reading slight- 
ly slanted news and strongly par- 
tisan editorials. However, your 
treatment of the new Councils’ ad- 
visory board appointments as con- 
trasted with your treatment of the 
old Council's appointments made 
early this year is such that it can- 
not be allowed to pass without com- 
ment, 

In the News Review of January 
24, an editorial sharply critized 
the old City Council for the proce- 
dure it followed in filling an Advi- 
sory Planning Board vacany. I 
wish in particular to quote two of 
the editorial comments: 

(1) “There is no reason why the 
qualifications of all candidates for 
a board position cannot be publicly 
discussed or at least listed and the 
vote taken at a public meeting, 
(by secret ballot, if necessary), just 
as in the case of other advisory 
groups.” 

(2) “If there is one sure way to 
erode the effectiveness of the APB 
it is to pack it with political ap- 
pointees.” 

Last week’s News Review reported 
the new Councils’ appointment of 
thirteen members selected from a 
list of forty-two citizens who had 
offered to serve on advisory boards. 
It further reported that. the Council 
met as a committee-of-the-whole, 
not in a public meeting. Neither 
the names nor the qualifications of 
the forty-two candidates were re- 
ported. The News Review was ra- 
ther kind in not calling the meeting 
an executive session and nowhere 
on its news or editorial page did it 
question the new Council’s proce- 
dure. 

I believe that all of the thirteen 
appointees may correctly be termed 
political. Six of the thirteen signed 
a News Review ad soliciting votes 
for a new Council. To my know- 
ledge none of the remaining seven 
supported the opposition candidates. 
The list of forty-two candidates 
did include qualified citizens who 
supported opposition candidates. 

I do not oppose the procedure 
followed by either the old or the 
new Council in making their ap- 
pointments in executive session. I 
believe that it is in the. best inter- 
ests of the community not to make 
the appointment of board members 
a matter of public debate. I cannot 
object to Councilmen voting for 
men whose ‘political views reflect 
their own’'so long as the appointers 
are well qualified and of high inte- 
grity. However, I <9 strongly ob- 
ject to the News Reviews’ double 
standard .in reporting nnd editor- 
ializing.
